The war between the Turks and Greeks, the 
disturbances in Spain, and the preparations fer 
the approaching coronation of the King of Eng- 
land, appear to be the most prominent events 
contained in the papers. 

Prince Ypsilanti, has addressed a letter, dated 
from tis head quarters at Romau, March 17, to 
the Metropolitan, the Bishops and the Boyars, tn 
which he states, that the Greeks have taken ap 
arms to establish their national rights, they will 
regard the inhabitants of Moldavia and Wal- 
lachia as brethren, and declares their persons 
and property shall be inviolably respected. 
Numerous detachments of Greeks conunually | 
arcive in Moldavia and Wallachi , and augment. 
the force under the command of Prince Ypsi- 
‘anti. Vhis chief is abundantly provided with 
noney, and pays his soldiers iargely. At Bu- 
charest he was joined by 1000 young Greeks, re-| 
latives of wealthy families, principatiy from Vien- | 
na, Audo and Odessa. Many Eucopean regi- 
ments have deserted their corps and entered the 
Greek service. 

From the prepsrations which are now making, 
it appears probable that the coronation of the 
King of England, will take place about the mid-| 
die of July. it is ramored, that on the day | 
which shall be fixed for tis spleniid ce- | 
remony, the Prince Regent’s Dock will be} 
pened for the reception of shipping. This ts | 
one of the most magnificent structures of the) 
kind in the world ; and its original projection as 
well as the beautiful manver in which it is finish- 
ed, reflect great credit on all who have been con- 
cerned in the undertaking. 

The King’s Coronation Robes.—These robes, 
together with the robes of the Royal Dukes, are 
finished, and are to be seen vy those who can 
obtain an order from persons bigh in office at 
Carlton Palace. ‘The train is made of crimson 
velvet, seven yards in length, and willbe borne 
by seven persons. It is embruidered with a deep 
vuld border, interspersed with roses of gold, anu 
vere and there is a plume of feathers in stiver, 
which give it a pleasing lief. It is lned 
throughout with e:mine, which was purchased for 
the occasion in France, and originally lateaded 
to adorn the corunation roves of Lous XVili— 
Ihe under dress and dramatic robes are entirely 
covered with silver and gold, and are extremely 
massive and costly ; and indeed, it ts donbted 
if his majesty’s health and strength will e.adie 
him to sustain, for the requisite length of time 
the ceremony wil necessarily occupy, the enor- 
mous weight of the whole-dress.
